Nixon hopes to visit Japan premier 


SAN C L E M E N T E , Calif. ( U P I )—President Nixon is expected to 
arrange a meeting with P rem ier Eisaku Sato of Jap an in the near 
future in the m id-Pacific 
in accordance with his desire to touch base 
with all m ajo r allied leaders before traveling to Peking and Moscow, 
it was learned Friday. 


Informed sources said that Nixon was anxious to m eet with Sato, 
whose political future has been clouded since the President announced 
his decision to travel to China and his new econom ic policy without 
prior consultation with Japan. 
Sources indicated that the sum m it meeting with the Asian ally may 
take place in late D ecem ber or early Jan u ary in either Honolulu or 
perhaps Wake Island. 


Nixon was not expected to travel to Tokyo where there is a 
possibility of anti-Am erican demonstrations and rising opposition to 
U .S.-Japanese relations. 


The President and Sato were geared to discuss in depth the 
ram ifications tor all of Asia of N ixon s forthcoming trip to the 
Communist mainland next year. The date of the trip will be announced 
before Dec. 1. 


Even m ore pressing is the need for consultation bv the two 
leaders on the new econom ic policy which imposed a 10 per cent 
surcharge on the heavy flow of Ja p a n ese imports into the United 
States and forced a devaluation of the yen. 
The so-called “ Nixon shock w aves” have put the 70-vear-old Sato 
under heavy pressure to resign.

Asian flu outbreak expected this year 


ATLANTA 
i U P I i—The Center tor Disease Control 
warned Friday that outbreaks of Asian or Hong Kong tlu 
are likely this w inter in America 
Although the CDCs tirst telephone survey ot the states 
showed no signit icant activity yet, ilu epidemics or 
outbreaks have already been reported in Europe and the 
Caribbean. 
The CDC said the prediction arose because few cases of 
influenza were reported during the winter of 1970-71 and 
that generally, the tlu bug is more prone to strike in 
communities and regions which recorded few, it anv. cases 
last winter. 
The CDC said its survey showed a slight increase in 
influenza-like illness in a tew states and laboratory 
evidence ot flu activity in sporadic cases 
Connecticut reported one isolation ot the Asian tlu virus 
and the District of Columbia recorded laboratory evidence 
of infection. The CDC said Georgia, Kentucky, Hawaii. 
Kansas, Montana and South Carolina noted some increase 
in flu-like illness. But it said there had been no specific 
laboratory confirmation in those states. 
"Although the location and extent of outbreaks are diffi­ 
cult to foresee, regional influenza outbreaks appear more 
likely thaiyiatmnwide involvement/ theCDCsaid. 


The CDC reported an outbreak ot respiratory illness on 
Saipan, a I nited States trust territory in the Pacific, affect­ 
ing 15.(KM) persons and w ith an attack rate of 60 per cent 
One strain of flu was isolated in several patients. The 
illness appeared to affect children more frequently than 
adults, the CDC said. 
The CDC said the World Health Organization i WHO» had 
been not it led ot widespread influenza activity in Eastern 
Europe. 
Romania 
reported widespread 
influenza-like 
illness in mid-September with a marked increase noted 
there since mid-October Some 24 strains of a virus similar 
to the Hong Kong version were isolated. 
Epidemic intluenza in Bulgaria was noted in early 
October in Sotia and 55 strains ot Hong Kong tlu were 
identified.

Influenza activity was also reported in Western Europe in 
the Netherlands and Spain where sporadic cases of Hong 
King flu were identified. 
Hong Kong flu was documented in Trinidad and Tobago, 
but that epidemic was reported on the decline in late 
October, the CDC said.

Shatter Friday predicted that the 
United States will 
resurrect its 
supersonic transport program and 
have "A production model by 1982.“ 
Shatter said the nation is beginning 
to realize that it made a mistake 
when it allowed the $1.4 billion SST 
program to die earlier this year for 
lack of congressional appropriations. 
In an interview. Shaffer said he felt 
that the growth of foreign aviation is 
scaling down the size of the American 
share ol the market, and damaging 
this nation s economy through rising 
unemployment and falling sales in the 
aerospace market. 
“ A lot of people are beginning to 
realize that we didn t do the right 
thing when Congress voted to scrap 
the 1.800 mile-an-hour American. 
SST. Shaffer said. 
The move left the market to the 
British-French Concorde and 
the 
Soviet TL 144 supersonic transports. 
Shaffer, who returned this week from 
a tour of 
the FAA's worldwide 


installations, 
said 
the 
French 
expected to sell three Concordes, a 
smaller, and slower version of the 
defunct American version, to the 
Chinese Communists. Shaffer also 
said a Romanian delegation would 
arrive in the United States shortly in 
an attempt to work out an agreement 
for the purchase of several used 
American jetliners. 
Romania has been increasing its 
ties with the West, and moving away 
from economic dependence on the 
Soviet Union. Shaffer said the Roma­ 
nians apparently wanted the planes 
for use on internal air routes as well 
as for air links to Communist China. 
Shaffer said he was concerned by 
the surge of foreign manufacturers to 
capture a large share of the world 
market from American aerospace 
firms, who, in the case of the SST. do 
not have a product to keep them in 
competition. 
‘it is going to cost us more than if 
we had continued to build the SST. but 
it is in the national interest to build 
an SST," Shaffer said.

HOUSTON (U P Ii—The bodies of four teen-aged girls 
—two of them beheaded and two drowned —have been 
found during the last two weeks and the county sheriff said 
Friday all four may have been killed by the same homicidal 
maniac. 


The second headless torso was found and identified 
Friday. 
“ There s no doubt about it, we re dealing with a 
homicidal maniac, who may be the same person or persons 
that killed the two Galveston girls," Harris County Sheriff 
C.V. “ Buster" Kern said 


The headless remains of Colette Anise Wilson. 13, were 
found Friday near a reservoir less than 200-feet from where 
the decapitated body of Gloria Gonzalez. 19. was found 
Tuesday. 
The Wilson girl was identified by her father, a dentist, 
who said he did all the dental work on the teeth in her lower 
jaw He also said he recognized a ring found on the body. 


She disappeared June 17 while waiting for her mother to 
pick her up following band practice. Her band instructor 
dropped her off at a rural highway intersection where she 
was supposed to meet her mother. 


A young man hunting for buried treasure Tuesday found 
the torso of the Gonzalez girl with a chord tied around its 
neck The girl was reported missing Oct. 28. Her head and a 
tooth were found 50 feet away. 
But investigators said the tooth did not match the other 
teeth in the skull so they searched for a second victim. The 
only part of the Wilson girl's head that was found was the 
lower jaw Authorities figured animals carried off the rest 
of the skull.

WOODLAND. Wash (U P Ii— Deputies went trom house 
to house in this western Washington area Friday trying to 
turn up a lead to the hijacker who commandeered an 
airliner and escaped by parachute with 10,000 $20 bills 
stuffed in a white cloth bag. 
Other searchers slogged through fog and rain in the 
muddy foothills of the Cascade Mountains. 
But there was no trace ol the swarthy middle-aged man 
dressed in black who hijacked the jetliner Wednesday by 
brandishing a “ bomb," collected $200.(KM) ransom in $20 
bills and parachuted into the night somewhere between 
Seattle, Wash., and Reno. Nev. 
Law officers conducting the house-to-house investigation 
said they were not checking every residence, but picking 
them at random and asking residents il they heard anything 
unusual. 
“ It is a terrible routine and seems endless, said Deputy 
Len Holsman. 
Meanwhile, crew members of the hijacked jetliner 
disclosed that the $200.000 ransom the hijacker secured at 
Seattle-Tacoma Airport Wednesday night was delivered in 
a white cloth bag, like a laundry bag. without a drawstring 
or fastener. 
They said they did not know how he managed to 
parachute without losing the bulkv bundle. 
In Seattle, the Air Force revealed that as many as eight 


military planes were shadowing the hijacked jet at various 
times on its flight to Reno, but that none of the pilots saw 
the hijacker parachute. 
Five military jets, including F106 Fighter-interceptors 
trailed the plane over northern parts of the route, and three 
in the south, the Air Force said. 


The ground and air search started near Woodland Friday 
but FB I officials said the site was selected on “ pure conjec­ 
ture since that was the last time four crew members who 
remained on the commandeered Northwest Airlines 727 jet 
had communicated with the hijacker. 
They spent the rest of the trip to Reno locked in the 
forward cabin 
The FB I said the hijacker could have plunged out into the 
night anywhere in a huge area along the plane's flight path 
from Woodland down Oregon's Willamette Valley to 
Medford, Ore., and then to Reno—a distance of 500 miles. 
It was not known exactly when he jumped, only that it 
was some time between 7:37 p.m when the plane left 
Seattle, and 11 p.m., when it arrived at Reno. 
The airliner flew at very low speeds—around 200 
mph—and at about 10,000 feet altitudes, officials said The 
altitude 
may 
have 
varied considerably 
because of 
mountains along the path, including 14,162-foot Mt Shasta, 
which lies almost directlv between Medford and Reno.

He seldom is read about in the 
papers. His name, if it ever 
comes up. is one of the ones the 
radio announcer has to look up 
and 
usually mispronounceds. 
name

cheers, 
Cheerleaders forget his name in 
the noddle of cheers, and, iTfie 
has a great night thecoaeh might 
remember it. as he drives home 
after the game. 
If the team he plays for wins, 
it's always because of "those 
fabulous backs 
or "The inter­ 
ceptions did it", but if they lose, 
more often than not people will 
say, "Our line couldn t hold 
them.** 
But any play that flies, be it

That’s 
not the usual phrasing for a 
family newspaper, but it was 
the only way this guy con­

On a Sunday night, after 
Marv has battered his 226 
pounds against hostile ton­ 
nage from his fullback posi­ 
tion. and wants to let off 
some steam, the Raiders like 
to have a friendly convoy 
in the vicinity. B e c a u s e 
when the spirit strikes. Marv 
does sometimes, too. 
Now all this is anomalous 
with the real Marv Hubbard, 
the one who comes out from 
behind the shoulder pads and 
the hard p l a s t i c helmet 
w’hich can become a weapon 
when it is slammed into the 
gut of the other guy. This 
Marv Hubbard 
is a soft- 
voiced young scholar with a 
degree in economics from 
Colgate University, which is 
a haven for ascetic pedants 
and not normally a breeding 
grounds for bruising pro full­ 
backs who average m o r e 
than five yards a carry. 
This Marv Hubbard has 
hair which is 
moderately

Dear l)r. Lamb — Would 
you tell me if scarlet fever 
is the same as a strep throat 
and if the rash that develops 
will scale and the scales can 
give it to another person? 
Today scarlet fever isn’t so 
dangerous as it was 40 and 
50 years ago. 


Dear Reader - A “strep 
throat’’ means an infection 
of the throat with bacteria 
called streptococcus. There 
are several types of bacteria 
in this group The toxin or 
poison formed by some types 
of these bacteria makes a 
person ill. One manifesta­ 
tion of the illness can be the 
rash of scarlet fever. Thus 
the only difference between 
some forms of strep infec­ 
tion and scarlet fever is the 
rash. The same streptococ­ 
cus infection is just as con­ 
tagious with or without the 
tash. Rheumatic fever fol­ 
lowed by rheumatic heart 
disease and kidney disease 
can be a complication of 
“strep” infections. 
You are r i g h t , scarlet 
fever isn’t so dangerous now 
as it once was nor nearly so 
common. Forty years ago 
we didn’t have sulfa drugs, 
penicillin or a host of other 
antibiotics that control or 
eliminate streptococcal in­ 
fections. 
All “strep” throats should 
be treated to prevent the 
likelihood of s u b s e q u e n t 
problems, 
including 
heart 
disease. 


Dear l)r. Lamb—I am a 
10th grader and I am inter­ 
ested in the human heart 
and its many functions One 
thing puzzles me. Will the 
human heart b u r n if the 
body is burned, such as in 
cremation? 1 have tried to 
look it up in various heart 
books and encyclopedias but 
no answer to my question. 


Dear Reader — That is a 
pretty grizzly question. Yes, 
it bums. The heart is made 
up mostly of muscle. It is a 
different kind of muscle than 
in your arm. but they have 
many things in common. The 
same is true of a n i m a l 
hearts. 
The beef steak and roasts 
you eat are mostly muscle 
and beef heart is muscle. As 
you 
k n o w , 
both can 
be 
cooked and eaten 
Usually 
anything that can be cooked 
can be burned—any house­ 
wife will attest to that. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 
like to know if it would be 
possible to find 
a plastic 
surgeon who would be will­ 
ing to perform a face lift 
without giving a blood trans­ 
fusion 
afterwards, 
s i n c e 
there are blood substitutes 
less apt to cause infection. 
Dear Reader—Of course. 
Talk it over with the surgeon 
in advance. 
Commonly, 
a 
p l a s t i c surgeon will use 
adrenalin injected into the 
skin area where the surgery 
will be performed for the 
purpose of controlling or pre- 
v e n t i n g any appreciable 


bleeding. The best results 
are obtained if loss of blood 
can be prevented. 
If the blood loss is mini­ 
mized, there is no need for 
a blood transfusion.

would like to know how ap­ 
ples, 
rhubarb 
and 
other 
home-grown fruits rate with 
oranges 
and 
grapefruit 
in 
vitamin content. 
Dear Reader — The two 
vitamins of greatest interest 
in these foods are A and C. 
Oranges have about twice as 
much vitamin A as apples 
or grapefruit. They have a 
little more vitamin C than 
grapefruit and seven times 
as much as apples. 
Rhubarb has a lot of bulk 
and yields about one-third 
the calories 
found 
in 
the 
same weight of orange sec­ 
tions. The same weight of 
rhubarb has half as much 
vitamin A and one-fifth as 
much vitamin C. Now if you 
use three times the weight 
of rhubarb 
(to obtain the 
sam e 
number 
of 
calories 
us in oranges) then you will 
get more vitamin A and hall 
as much vitamin C from rhu­ 
barb as from oranges 
The real champion is to­ 
matoes. They yield half as 
many calories, 
more than 
four times as much vitamin 
A and half as much vitamin 
C as the same weight of or­ 
anges. If you eat as many 
calories of tomatoes as or­ 
anges then you get the same 
amount of vitamin C,

People are talking a lot 
these days about the study 
of the 
relations between 
animals, plants, people and 
their 
environment. 
It 
is 
called ecology Many people 
feel that there is little or 
nothing that they can do as 
individuals 
to 
change 
things. 


One idea that had been 
suggested for the infividual 
in the ecology movement is 
the 
compost 
pile. 
The 
hardest part about this is 
digging the hole. 
The value of the compost 
is that it makes use of waste 
materials 
and saves you 
from 
having 
to 
buy 
fertilizer. It is organic, so it 
provides your plants with 
natural nourishment. 


Step one involves picking 
the right spot for the pit. A 
shadv area is best because 
this keeps watering the pile 
to 
a 
minimum. 
Avoid 
placing it near a fence or 
garage - 
damp compost 
contains wood-rotting fungi. 


A good size for the pit is a 
tive-loot-square, 
three 
or 
tour feet deep. Of course 
this can be tailored to tit 
your backyard. The earth 
that is taken from the pit 
should be piled nearby so 
that it can gradually be 
layered 
over 
the 
waste 
materials 
that 
you 
are 
using. 


Leaves, 
lawn clippings, 
weeds and kitchen garbage, 
except for fats and greases 
are suitable compost filler. 
A plastic bag under the sink 
or 
a 
sink 
tray 
can 
conveniently be used to hold 
kitchen 
garbage 
which 
should be emptied often. 
Layer the materials that 
are placed in the compost, 
alternating garbage, leaves, 
dirt, grass clippings with a 
slight dampening of water 
over 
each. 
The 
dirt 
is 
important because it helps 
keep the moisture in. Ashes 
from the fireplace may also 
be added. 
A black plastic cover may 
be put over the whole thing 
to keep in moisture and 
heat, greatly helping the 
decomposing 
process. 
It 
takes about a year for the 
compost to be ready to use. 
so start now and bv the time 
you are ready to shore up 
your plants for the winter 
next year, you'll have your 
own plant food.

Sterling vs. Fine Silver 
With the increasing num ­ 
ber of pure silver, sterling 
silver and fine silver prod­ 
ucts being offered, the ques­ 
tion arises as to just what is 
being offered. 
Today, alm ost six years 
after silver was abandoned 
ior coinage by our Treasury, 
its effect on the world trad ­ 


ing exchanges is no more nor 
less than when it comprised 
90 per cent of our pocket cu r­ 
rency. And yet the very m en­ 
tion of the word in a sales 
brochure geared to sell a 
‘ silver” product seems to 
net the producer far more 
profit in a single sale than 
a bar of the real stuff. 
Being a precious metal, it 
is p r e f e r r e d for alloys 
over most m etals and, re ­ 
gardless of its percentage in 
the m ixture, the c o i n or 
token is always referred to 
as a “silver piece.” 
A good exam ple of this is 
the 1942-1945 U.S. wartime 
emergency 
five-cent 
piece 
all too often called the silver 
nickel. Actually, its percent­ 
age of the whole composi­ 
tion never exceeded 35 per 
cent but its overriding pref­ 
erence to copper or manga­ 
nese gave it top billing. 
“ Silver ingots” are pop­ 
ping up all over the country. 
They are available in *1- 
ounce to 25-ounce bars m ost­ 
ly of 
999 fine silver, the 
purest form possible. Pieces 
form erly advertised as 1,000/ 
1,000 Fine just could not hold 
up under complete refine- 


ment and that fineness is no 
longer popular. 
Most 1-ounce Troy ingots 
of this purity sell from $3 to 
$3.50. A 25-ounce Troy bar 
r e d u c e s accordingly to 
around $60 to $68. With the 
November closing price of 
silver at $1.30 an ounce, the 
going rates for these ingots 
are within reason. 
Some producers are offer­ 
ing “solid sterling silver” in­ 
gots at prices far greater 
than the composition war­ 
rants. Sterling silver can be 
no more than .925 fine, m ak­ 
ing the actual worth of a 
sterling silver 1-ounce ingot 
considerably less than an in­ 
got of .999 Fine. 
For your protection, al­ 
ways examine a gold or sil­ 
ver ingot for indications of 
its refinement. Ingots or bars 
represented as “ p u r e ” or 
999 fine m ust be counter­ 
stamped with that informa­ 
tion a l o n g with the pro­ 
ducer’s name or hallmark. 
If these signatures are not 
present, you have e v e r y 
right to hold the article sus­ 
pect.
